They Secure $20,000 from an Ex~

press Safe at Colorado Springs. 


COLOHADO SPRINGS, Colo., Nov. 13.—Tlio 
express glTlco at tlio Santa Fo dopot in tliis 
ciiiy WiU" robbed of $20,ODO lato Monday 
'nlirbt. The money was part of a consigu- 
inent of $50,000 sent from Denver to Crip- 
ple Crook, the remainder of which was In 
tho safe,'but was not found, 


Tlie stolen money wivs ia currency of 
small- denominations, 
and was received 
too Jato to be delivered to the bank. 
The 
pacluMfo containing the money waa placed 
in the dopot safe, and both doors locked. 
There-was nothing to indicÄtc its value. 
Evidently the thieves'knew of its exiat- 
enoo. When train No. 6 camo in there 
wei«jpt}&er packapres aboard with currency 
to t h i ^ m o u n t of $3ö,0iX) consigned to the 
samojpank. 
These packui?es were deliv- 
ered to the apeut and placed in the safe 
with the othnr. 


After tlie train departed Express Affout 
George Krout attended to some outside 
duties, and then entered the office. As he 
did BO two men confronted him, with re- 
volvers pointed at hl8 head, and com- 
manded him to throw up his hands. Krout, 
badly frig-htened, obeyed. 
Then one of 
the robbiTS, stepping close to the agent, 
said: "Not a word from you. 
We want 
you to open that safe, and be quick about 
it. Hurry up." 


Krout deniod that tliere was any money 
In the safe. The revolver was pressed close 
to him, and he was told to open tlie safe or 
sulTer the consequences. 
With trembling 
hands he slowly turned the combination. 
When the door swung open Krout ex- 
plained that there was only one package, 
and reachinpc in he picked up an envelope 
containing 
which he handed to the 


short man. 
He then closed the heavy door. 
The robbers, seeming satisfied that the 
Rifent told thi! truth, stepped away from 
the safe. Krout's action in handing out 
the Iii0,0no package and closing the doors 
of the safe saved the company $35,000. 


The robbers then ordered Krout to un- 
dress himself and get into bed. 
After he 
•bad'done so one of thercbbera t»ook pains 
to see that the quilts and eomfortiirs were 
drawn 
tightly over Krout^s head and 
tucked down. 
Then Krout hoard one of 
them say; "Now open the door and ace 
If there is any one about."

Thoy are similar in their 
methods and occupation to the trou- 
badours of tho middle ages aud tho 
Zingari, who aro even now found in 
the mountains of Austria, Italy and 
Spain. 
They have houses of enter- 
tainment where people may go and lis- 
ten to recitations of stories, tragedies 
and poems while they sit around cross- 
legged", drinking tcaand smoking their 
long-stemmed metal pipes. 
' v Sometimes tho yoao has a book be- 
fore him reading a chapter of history 
or an act from one of the great plays. 
Sometimes he reads a poem or tells a 
story of mythological times or of mod- 
ern events. 
"When he comes to a par- 
ticularly gooil point he claps together 
a cttuplo of little slabs of wood, which 
are kept by him for that purpose.

In Japanese cities aud villages about 
sunset you, begin to hear doleful 
Avhistles in the streets. 
One will come 
from somewhere near you, and i)retty 
soon another from far a-w'ay, and if 
you choose you can traca them to 
blind men, who walk in tho middle of 
the road, each with a bamboo staff in 
his hand, blowing his monotonous and 
melancholy signals to notify tho pub- 
lic of his whereabouts. 
These are the 
amma san, blind shampooersand mas- 
sage operators, who occupy a con- 
spicuous place in Japanese social life. 
They rub tho skin, knead the muscles 
and shampoo tho hair, which are fa- 
vorite treatments among the natives, 
and aro credited with great virtues in 
tho Japaneso hygiene. 


Custom immea^orial has limited this 
occupation to tho blind, aud with the 
exception of mubio it is almost tho 
only one in. which a person so nlllicted 
can

although, 
curiously 
enough, when a blind man is fortunate 


I, Tho latter are also seen at the theatre. 
There is always a man sitting at the 
extreme right of the stage with two 
small tlat pieces of wood, and when- 
ever tho situation becomes critical or 
exciting ho stimulates the interest of 
tho audience by clapping them to- 
gether.

The recent war with China 
has caused a great boom in yose busi- 
ness, lor they kept the public informed 
of the progress of events and the policy 
of the Government, and are now re- 
citing tho incidents of the campaign 
in China. 
The lesser yose are itiner- 
ant and givo their recitations upon'the 
streets or in the tea houses, where no 
fee is charged but a collection is taken 
up at intervals. 
The street yoao aro 
usually accompanied by a samisen 
player aud a singer, perhaps two or 
three, and you iiud them surrounded 
by crpwds of coolies wherever 
you 
may go.

Thus far- the guido has not been used 
to any extent for the advancement of 
wages or tho regulation of working 
hours, for the reason that ninety-five 
per cent, of the skilled labor in Japan 
IS occupied m the homes of the people 
and in a measure is independent of the 
conditions that govern working people 
iu other lands. 
Up till iivo years ago 
factories W9re almost unknown. 
The 
weaver had his loom in his own house 
and his wife and sons and daughters 
took their turns at it during the day. 
It had always been the custom for tho 
children to follow the trade of the 
parents. 
Tho best porcelain and cloi- 
sonne and lacquer work is done under 
the roofs of humble cottages, and the 
comiDeusation has been governed usu- 
ally by the quality of the piece pro- 
duced. 


There are midtllemen who buy for 
the export trade and merchants lor 
the local trade, aud the workingmau 
usually sells his wares to the same per- 
son. 
This has gone on for centuries. 
Asana, the weaver, sells his brocades 
to tho grandson of the merchant who 
bought his grardfather's 
products. 
Whe:i ther-c is a large order, say for 
1000 lacquer trays or 10,000 embroid- 
ered shawls, the middleman is resorted 
to. 
^Yhen Mr. Moore, the silk buyer 
for Marshall Field, comes over here to 
purchase his annual stock of Japanese 
goods he goes to a middleman, who 
places the order in small lots among 
the people who have by long experi- 
ence learned to depend upon him, and 
as fast as they iiuish an order thoy 
send it in. 
Sometimes the middleman 
advances them monej-. 
They usually 
run an account with him, as the plant- 
ers in the Southern States do with 
their factors in the commercial cities. 
Ho furnishes them materials and some- 
times little luxuries iu tho way of 
clothing or food, which are charged 
to their account.

one of the most feasible would have 
required 
fifty-five. 
To be adequate 
for tho tralHc they would boar these 
locks would have to be as capacious aa 
tho new lock at »Sault Ste. Marie, the 
largest and iineat in the world. 
Tho 
latter is 800 feet long, 100 feet wido 
and 
21 ?r foot deep, and is costing 
more than $5,000,000. 
With locks 
liko the Sault, the ccst for lifts alono 
tor the contomnlated ship canal would 
be at least $175,000,000 on tho St. 
Lawrence route, 
and 
upVards 
of 
1250,000,000 on what ia-known as tho 
Oswego route, that is to'say, from Os- 
wego to tho Hudson. ISo long as nine- 
teenth century engineering wasunablo 
toadvanco bevond tho lock invented 
by Leonardo da Vinci, about tho' time 
that Columbus discovered America,.. 
the problem could not be solved. Tho 
oost would havo been too great for 
even Government undertaking. 


It has remained for an American eu- 
rjineer to cut the Gordian knot by the 
invention of a now lock, exceedingly ^ 
simple in design, easy and cheap o f ' 
construction, /vnd quickly and iuex- 
pensivley operated. 
In 1890 Chaun- 
oey N. Dutton, a young Pittsburg en- 
gineer, took out .in the 
principal 
30untries in tho world letters patent 
for what he described as a pneumatic 
balance lock. 
His design, revolution- 
ary as it was, seemed, on the whole, so 
îimple that engineers stared in won- 
[lerment that no one had thought of it 
before. 
Colonel Haskell had already 
ipplied the compressed air principle 
to tho pneumatic dry dock, now in use 
in all countries. 
^Ir. Dutton pro- 
posed-éimply to make the pneumatic 
:lry dock into a wet dock by building 
dp the side walls and putting in end 
liâtes between them. 
Simple as this 
levice appears, it puts navigation by 
hydraulics upon an entirely newbasi?, 
ind, in the judgmtnt of the moft em- 
inent engineer.s, must rovolutionizo 
3anal construction all over the world. 


It is from the invention of tho pneu- 
matic balance lock that Mr. Dutton 
has developed his huge scheme for a 
maritime canal, which has recently 
been before Congress and the Legi'sla- 
ture at Albany. 
It will extend from 
the mouth of the Wellaud Canal on 
Lake Erie, utilize a portion of that 
3anal, descend, by a pair of locks set 
tandem, into tho Niaorara River at a 
point about opposite Lewiston, utilizo 
and enlarge the present 
Canadian 
•sanal system along the St. Lawrenco 
River as far as Lake St. Francis, and 
there fork in two directions, one arm 
will reach by a new canal to Montreal, 
and thence by the St. Lawrence Eiver 
to the sea, while another will extend 
from Lake St. Francis to Lako Cham- 
plain, reverse the current of that lake, 
and reach from tho lower end of 
Obamplain to Waterford, on the Hud- 
son Kiver. 
It will involve only about 
ninety miles of artificial canals, and 
afterwards fifteen miles of this will bo 
cut out by tho construction of a new 
canal from Lewiston, on the Niagara 
River, to a point above the Falls on 
tho American side. 
The project will 
require the expenditure of a vast sum 
of money, but Mr, Dutton has asso- 
ciated with him some of tho best 
known engineers m the country, to- 
gether with a number of heavy capi- 
talists, and it is proposed to construct 
this giganti • system without a dol- 
lar 
of 
subsidy 
from 
either 
tho 
Canadian or United States Govern- 
• meut, 
Tho Canadian Parliament in 
I chartering the North American Canal 
Oompany two years ago, gave it the 
right to use the summit levels of the 
Canadian canal system along the Sb. 
Lawrence aud across the Welland Pen- 
insuio, to acquire and enlarge auy 
oresont locks, and to construct such 
new locks and canals as will be re- 
:iuired to complete the 
enterprise. 
Such National legislation as is needed 
in this country has been introduced 
in Congress by Senator Allison, of 
Iowa. 


Specifically, Mr. Dutton proposes 
to build a canal equipped with locks 
of sulficiont size so that au ocean 
freighter like tho Cevic may sail at 
civer speed from New York to Chicago, 
and that without material interrup- 
tion. 
He proposes a canal syrstem with 
ioclss of 26 feet draught, 03 feet wide, 
and 510 feet clear lengtli, which Vi^ill 
lift vessels carrying 12,000 tons of 
freight. 
In place of the thirfcy-five to 
fifty-five locks required in any other 
plan yet proposed for a similar canal, 
this project iiivolves but five. In a 
word, instofid of an estimated expen- 
diture of at least $200,000,000 for 
locks, tho latter, under tho new con- 
struction, will not require more Jhau 
gl5,000,000. 
The projector estimates 
that to carry the first ocean steamship 
' from New York to Chicago will re- 
quire the expenditure of $100,000,- 
OOO, and to complete the canal to en- 
able vessels liko the Cevic to mako 
river speed through the dredged chan- 
nelB will require the outlay of as much 
again—in uU, some $200,000,00]?, -
